Becoming  “one  flesh”  is  a  religious 
statement  which  may  mean  different 
things  to  different  people.  But  it  cer¬ 
tainly  suggests  that  intimacy  is  to  be 
desired  and  sought.  While  the  single 
individual  chooses,  at  any  given  mo¬ 
ment,  whether  or  not  he  will  be  inti¬ 
mate  with  another  person,  the  mar¬ 
riage  relationship,  by  definition,  indi¬ 
cates  that  both  partners  desire  inti¬ 
macy.  Otherwise  they  would  not  be 
married.  No  one  gets  married  with  the 
intent  to  live  alone. 

Being  intimate  may  also  mean  diffe¬ 
rent  things  to  different  people.  Yet 
three  primary  implications  seem  to 
emerge. 

A  primary  presupposition  is  that 
each  individual  in  the  marriage  has 
the  ability  to  be  autonomous.  This 
means  that  each  partner  has  the 
capacity  to  feel  his  own  feelings.  He 
has  developed  his  own  personhood  to 
the  extent  that  he  is  independent  and 
secure.  He  has  the  emotional  strength 
to  leave  his  own  mother  and  father  and 
cleave  to  Ms  mate.  Paradoxically,  he 
has  the  emotional  ability  to  live  un¬ 
married,  but  chooses  to  live  with  bis 
mate.  Without  this  ability  he  cannot 
really  choose  “to  be  together"  with
